INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

(a)  Milk  Supply. 

Five  Supplementary  Licences  to  sell  milk  under  the  Milk 
(Special  Designations)  Orders  1936  and  1938,  were  issued 
during  the  year.  Two  Licences  to  sell  “  Tuberculin  Tested  ” 
(Pasteurised)  and  “  Pasteurised  ,5  Milks  were  issued  to  a  Limited 
Company  operating  rounds  within  the  District  from  premises 
outside,  and  two  Licences  to  sell  “  Tuberculin  Tested  ”  and 
“  Pasteurised  ”  Milks  were  issued  to  a  Limited  Company 
with  a  depot  in  the  District.  One  Licence  to  sell  “  Tuberculin 
Tested  ”  Milk  was  issued  to  a  registered  retailer  in  the  District. 

(b)  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  fifty-one  Cowkeepers, 
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in  addition  to  fifteen  Retail  Purveyors  and  one  Wholesale  and 
Retail  Purveyor  of  Milk,  making  a  total  of  sixty-seven. 

Three  new  Producers  were  registered  ;  two  as  Wholesale 
Purveyors  and  one  as  a  Wholesale  and  Retail  Purveyor. 

One  Retail  Purveyor,  not  a  cowkeeper,  gave  up  business 
during  the  year,  and  two  Producers,  both  Wholesale  Purveyors 
of  Milk,  also  gave  up  business. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

12  slaughterhouses  were  in  use  throughout  the  district 
and  animals  slaughtered  in  them  were  regularly  inspected. 
Details  of  the  number  of  animals  inspected  are  given  below. 
13  cwts.46  lbs.  of  meat  were  condemned  as  diseased  or  unsound 
or  unfit  for  the  food  of  man.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

As  from  23rd  October,  1939,  cases  of  measles  and  whooping 
cough  were  made  notifiable  diseases  but  up  to  the  end  of  the 
year  only  one  case  had  been  reported. 

The  number  of  diphtheria  cases  notified  during  the  year 
was  28  as  compared  with  55  the  previous  year. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  parents  in  a  number  of  parishes 
were  offered  immunisation  against  diphtheria  for  their  children, 
but  the  response  was  very  disappointing  and  no  sessions  were 
held  until  1940.

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REPORT  OF  PETROLEUM  INSPECTOR 

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

During  the  year  46  licences  were  renewed,  6  new  licences 
were  granted  by  the  Council,  1  licencee  gave  up  storing,  and 
13 1  inspections  were  made  for  the  purpose.  These  licences 
permitted  the  storage  of  45,998  gallons  of  petroleum  spirit, 
45,800  in  storage  tanks  and  198  gallons  in  cans. 

One  licence  was  issued  authorising  the  storage  of  5  cwts. 
of  Carbide  of  Calcium. 

The  fees  received  by  the  Council  for  these  licences  amounted 
to  £  32  10  od.
